Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and citizens of New Portland: 


A study of the comparative financial statement and summary 
of overdrafts and unexpended balances as shown on pages 5 and 
6 will show that the town suffered financially during 1943. This 
was due to overdrafts on the Third class road, leading from Kast 
New Portland to Embden town line, amounting to $583.32 and 
the overdraft in winter roads, amounting to $1,632/01. This 
overdraft was caused mostly by repairs on Tractor and not on 
account of the heavy snows. 


The tractor at the present time is in fair condition and should 
give service for a few years more but plans should be made now 
for new snow removal equipment, which would be more modern 
and faster, thereby render better service to the town as a whole. 
Due to, the present improved financial conditions of the taxpay- 
ers of New Portland, it is my belief that an appropriation should 
be made in 1944 for purchase of this equipment to avoid the pos- 
sibility of being caught with no equipment when we are less 
able to pay. 


The present $5,000.00 surplus cash invested in Government 
bonds should he retained and added to if possible for the post- 
war period. 


In normal times the Town of New Portland received approxi- 
mately $7,000.00 per year from the State Highway Commission 
for construction and Maintenance of roads, unlimited labor was 
available, at $.30 per hour, materials could be purchased at rea- 
sonable prices. Under these conditions with the Town high- 
way appropriation it was possible to improve the highways of 
the town annually. Under’ the present conditions, due to the 
effects of the war, instead of having approximately’ $8,000.00 
available for highways we have $1,900.00 instead of having un- 
limited labor at .80 per hour we have practically no labor avail- 
able and pay .55 per hour. Materials are costing about twice as 
much and are almost impossible to buy on the market. 
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Under these conditions I believe we should appropriate a suf- 
ficient sum to try to have a maintenance program that will keep 
our roads in their present condition and postpone all improve- 
ments until after the war when a public works program will be 
urgently needed to furnish employment to the citizens of the 

town. This program could be financed by using our surplus 
bonds, thereby causing no increase in taxation at a time when 
the ability of the citizens to pay is decreased by lack of employ- 
ment or post-war conditions. 


Splendid Cooperation has been received from the Selectmen, 
the school board and Superintendent, the citizens and all town 
employees. This has been greatly appreciated and it is my 
earnest hope that the manner in which I have performed my 
duties have in whole or part met with your approval.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


This year more than ever personal health is a matter of vital 
importance. ‘With the scarcity of physicians already being felt 
and the great probability of a larger number of nurses being 
called into the service within the next few months, the health 
of the family and the community must receive more careful con- 
sideration. 


It has been proved by the many selective service rejections 
how far we have fallen below optimal health standards in the 
past. We must continue to exert ourselves to insure that the 
coming generation will be better fitted to cope with whatever 
emergencies arise. Every time defective teeth have been re- 
paired; infected tonsils have been removed; a crippling condi- 
tion in a child has been corrected; or a family has improved its 
nutritional standards, a step has been taken in the right direc- 
tion. 


One of the methods of finding such defects, in these days of 
doctor shortage, has been through the Child Health Conferences. 
Here children are weighed, measured and examined by a physi- 
cian. Immunizations against such diseases as diphtheria, small- 
pox and whooping cough are offered. Also, an opportunity is 
given to discuss an optimal diet with a nutritionist. If several 
of these conferences could be held during the year, children 
would acquire a quicker and more effective immunity against 
preventable diseases. One of these conferences was held in your 
town this summer, and was attended by ten children. Smallpox 
and diphtheria immunizations were given. This conference was 
sponsored by the Farm Bureau. 


In the maternity and infancy program, health supervision and 
instructive visits have been made to a number of expectant 
mothers, infants and pre-school children. If expectant mothers 
could be seen by the nurses earlier in pregancy, much help 
could be given them. The public health nurse stands ready to 
give all possible assistance to the family, by giving demonstra- 
tions in infant care, in care of communicable diseases and by 
referring certain cases to corrective clinics. 
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In the school health program, your nurse has endeavored to 
carry out approved policies in cooperation with the Board of 
Education. She has sought to develop relationships to coordi- 
nate school nursing activities with all other health forces of 
school, home and community and to promote community health 
resources. Through cooperation with the superintendent and 
teachers, she has planned protective services and made avail- 
able diagnostic services of the state. 


As your public health nurse is County Civilian Service Corps 
Health and Welfare chairman, she has made an effort to have 
health and welfare chairmen appointed in each town. It is hop- 
ed that such chairmen will serve as a nucleus for permanent 
health committees. The aims and objectives of such a commit- 
tee would be: to coordinate the health work already being done 
in the community; to survey the health needs of the community; 
to suggest health programs to meet these needs: to advise with 
the public health nurse in regard to constructive health pro- 
grams, corrective clinics and protective measures and to in- 
crease the nurse’s service by saving her time by carrying work 
that could be assumed by a health committee.

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Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and citizens of New Portland: 


A study of the Comparative Financial statement and summary 
of overdrafts and unexpended balances will show how the town 
fared financially during the year of 1944. With all the over- 
drafts in different accounts we were still able to close our books 
with all bills paid and a small cash balance. 


Our snow removal program counting the heavy snow and 
present labor conditions has been the best we have had for sev- 
eral years, but to avoid trouble in the near future plans must 
be made to secure additional equipment to assist the present 
tractor which at this time is eleven years old and has seen con- 
siderable use, also plans should be made for the construction 
of a town garage to house our highway, school and fire equip- 
.ment. Repair work could be done more satisfactory so it would 
be possible to furnish better service to the citizens of the town. 


In normal times the Town of New Portland received approxi- 
mately $7,000.00 per year from the State Highway Commis- 
sion for construction and Maintenance of roads, unlimited labor 
Was available ‘at 30 cents an hour, materials could be purchas- 
ed at reasonable prices. Under these conditions with the Town 
Highway appropriations it was possible to improve the high- 
ways of the town annually. Under the present conditions due 
to the effects of the war, instead of having approximately 
58,000.00 for highways we thave $1,200.00 and instead of having 
unlimited labor at .80 per hour we have practically no labor a- 
vailable and pay .62 per hour. Materials are costing twice as 
much to buy and almost impossible to find what is needed on 
the market. This year we were forced to keep our town roads 
up for heavy trucks which meant replacement of bridges and 

10re repairs to keep them passable. 


Under these conditions I believe we should appropriate a suf- 
ficient sum to try to have a maintenance program that will keep 
our roads in their present condition and postpone all improve- 
ments until after the war when a public works program will be 
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urgently needed to furnish employment to the citizens of the 
town. It is believed that approximately $15,000.00 or $20,000.00 
of State and Federal funds wil] be available to assist in this 
program. 


Splendid cooperation has been received from the Selectmen, 
the school board and superintendent, the citizens and all town 
employees. This has been greatly appreciated and it is my 
earnest ‘hope that the manner in which I have performed my 
duties have in whole or part met with your approval.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


January 1 to December 31, 1944 , 


_ Bureau of Health Nursing Service 


Each child is entitled to a right start in life, whether his par- 
ents ‘can afford it or not, and he should have doctor’s care dur- 
ing the crucial preschool years. 


‘Weak bones, poor teeth and eyes may be formed before a 
child is born. In an effort to prevent these conditions the Pub- 
lie Health Nurse endeavors to see the expectant mothers as ear- 
ly as pregnancy as possible, especially those expecting their first 
babies, to insure that they have regular medical care and ade- 
quate health supervision. 


In addition to home visits, the Bureau of Health offers Child 
Health Conferences where infants and preschool children are 
examined ‘by a physician. At these conferences, if several are 
held during the season, immunization against whooping cough, 
smallpox and diphtheria are offered for a small charge. Services 
of a dentist, dental hygienist and a nutrionist are sometimes a- 
vailable, also. One of these conferences was held in your town 
during the Summer and was attended by eleven children. Five 
children ‘were given the diphtheria immunizations and two were 
vaccinated against smallpox. This iconference was sponsored by 
the Farm Bureau group in cooperation with the Bureau of 
Health. 


In the schools, examinations by the physician, vision and hear- 
ing tests are not enough. Defects, when found, must be follow- 
ed up an corrected. Conferences with the teachers and super- 
intendent aid in promoting the growth and development of the 
school child and in planning for health protection services. Mo- 
. tion pictures on health subjects were shown to some of the 
school during the school term. Audiometer hearing tests were 
given in the Fall. Plans will be made for a tuberculin skin 
testing program next year. A great protection to both the school 
and family would be the development of a program for the con- 
trol of the common cold. 
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The services of the Crippled Children’s and Pediatric Clinics 
of the Bureau of Health have been made available to the chil- 
dren of this community. 


The work of the nurse could be strengthened and a great deal 
of time saved for the town by the organization of a permanent 
Health Committee. With such a committee your Public Health 
Nurse could, another year, plan better thealth protection for 
your community.
